* Inflation is perhaps best illus- 
trated by a dog chasing his own 
tail. He never quite catches up 
with it. In inflation increased 
wages never quite catch up with 
increased costs. But the pace 
grows faster and faster until the 
dog is exhausted. 


So it is with nations. 


The story of the franc, with 
which Gen. de Gaulle deals today, 
is a dramatic one, even in the 
cold statistics of its story. 


Prior to the great war which 
began in 1914, the franc had been 
worth 19.3 cents. American tour- 
ists always thought of it as 20 
eents. That was the era of stable 
money and firm thrones. 


During War 


During the war the franc held 
troughly at between 9 and 10 
cents. The fluctuation of the 
franc in the next few years pro- 
vide the drama. The graph is 
like the fever chart of a patient 

acute infection.

Readers will note that begin- 
ning with January, 1924, the finan- 
cial roof fell in. Within days the 
franc fell from 5 cents to less than 
3% cents. 


At this point, in March, 1924, 
the New York banking firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. placed at the 
disposal of the French govern- 
ment a loan. The amount was 
not revealed save that it was 
‘not less than 100 million dol- 
lars.” 


But this was not enough. Con- 
fidence was lacking. There was 
a quick rise. Then the franc 
drifted lower. In 1928 a law was 
passed fixing the value of the 
franc. at 3.92. 


‘(A parenthetical paragraph 
geems here indicated to recall the 
German inflation. As the govern- 
ment moved toward collapse the 
currency went with it. In Oc- 
tober of 1923 one American cent 
was worth 6,250,000 paper marks. 
A wry joke, current in Germany, 
was that of a German who priced 
a loaf of bread at 50 million 
marks. He went to other shops 
only to find the price higher. He 
came back within a half hour to 
the original shop to find the price 
100 million marks. He com- 
plained. “Oh,” said the baker, 
“you are talking about the good 
days of a half hour ago.”’)

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Nation Warned 
Austerity Ahead

PARIS — Premier Charles de 
Gaulle told the French people 
Sunday night that the price of 
Salvation and national greatness 
was sacrifice. 


The Premier and Finance Min- 
ister Antoine ‘Pinay, in radio- 
television addresses, then pro- 
ceeded to outline the degree of 
austerity demanded by the 17 
per cent devaluation of the franc 
and other stringent financial 
measures announced Saturday. 


These included new taxes of the 
equivalent (at the new rate of 
495.7 frans to the dollar) of $626,- 
000,000, reduction of $345,000,000 in 
subsidies that kept cost-of-living 
items cheap, and inevitable price 
increases for foreign products 
bought with devalued francs. 


De Gaulle said that without 
these sacrifices France would re- 
main “a country in tow, swinging 
perpetually between drama and 
mediocrity.’’ 


“But, on the other hand, if we 
succeed in the great national en- 
terprise of financial and economic 
recovery, what great progress on 
the road that leads France toward 
the heights!”’ 


De Gaulle recalled at the out- 
set of electoral successes his 
name and program have won since 
he assumed power in near-chaos 
last June 1—the constitutional ref- 
erendum, legislative elections of 
November and his own election 
to the presidency Dec. 21.

Assets Top 


‘262 Billion 


WASHINGTON (®#—C ongres- 
sional inventory takers toted up 
Uncle Sam’s real and personal 
holdings Sunday and arrived at 
assets of 262 billion dollars. 


This included petty cash of 
around 10 billion dolars on hand 
with the treasurer of the United 
States, and real estate equal to 
about half the land area of the 
continental United States. 


Actually, the 262-billion-dollar 
figure is conservative. If all Uncle 
Sam’s assets were figured at 
present-day vaues, he probably 
would be worth twice as much. 


The reason is that much of the 
government’s holdings are listed 
at acquisition cost, or no cost at 
all. Land and buildings in many 
cases were acquired a century or 
more ago at prices only a fraction 
of today’s. 


An example is the famous Hope 
diamond. It is listed at ‘‘no value”’ 
because this fabled two-million- 
dollar gem was a gift to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

Another example is the White 
House grounds, 18 acres of some 
of the most valuable real estate 
in downtown Washington. These 
are carried on the books at $1,000. 

Or the magnificent Army Pre- 
sidio at San Francisco, 1,366 acres 
and buildings valued at around 50 
million dollars. This is carried on 
the books at $1. 

Or the naval ordnance plant at 
Macon, Ga., which was obtained 
by condemnation for $1 and is car-

Presses Roll 
As New York 
Strike Ends 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Delivery- 
men voted overwhelmingly Sunday 
night to end their 19-day, $35,000,- 
000 strike against New York 
City’s nine major daily newspa- 
pers. The papers immediately 
started the presses rolling again. 


Members of the Newspaper Mail 
and Deliverers Union, an inde- 
pendent labor organization, voted 
2091 to 537 to end the Christmas 
season newspaper famine that had 
halted production of 5,500,000 daily 
papers and nearly 8,000,000 on 
Sundays. 


The strikers, most of them 
drivers, accepted an agreement 
providing wage increases smaller 
than those they rejected by a vote 
of 877 to 772 when they went out 
on strike. 


The settlement provided a $5.30 
weekly wage increase over a two- 
year period. This replaced the 
publishers’ offer of $7 over two 
years. The union traded the dif- 
ference for a ninth holiday every 
year and a maximum of three

Violent Fighting

HAVANA, Cuba (AP) — Cuban 
government forces and insurgents 
were engaged in violent offensives 
in central and eastern Cuba Sun- 
day. The payoff day of the two- 
year-old civil war appeared close 
at hand. 


Four of Fidel Castro’s rebel 
columns were reported marching 
on Santiago de Cuba in the east 
after smashing blows at the army 
in Oriente province. The rebel ra- 
dio triumphantly broadcast this 
report and said the purpose was 
to set up a separate government 
in the eastern province soon. 


But in central Cuba, President 
Fulgencio Batista’s government 
forces apparently have opened a 
ferocious offensive to stem a tide 
of rebel successes which seriously 
threatened: Santa Clara, the capi- 
tal of Las Villas province. 


PLANES IN ACTION 


While the rebels in Oriente 
claimed they had begun their 
drive to smash the bulk of Ba- 
tista’s 10,000-mian force there, Ba- 
tista was sending bombing planes, 
tanks and heavy artillery against 
the rebels in Las Villas. 


The government offensive ap- 
parently was in the area of Cuba’s 
main central highway east of San- 
ta Clara, possibly in the area of 
Ranchuelo, one of the towns the 
rebels claimed to have taken. 


Reports from Las Villas pic- 
tured the army as delivering 
smashing blows at rebel positions. 
Army planes and artillery heavi- 
ly bombed and shelled rebel con- 
centrations in the area surround- 
ing Santa Clara. The rebels have 
attempted to declare these places 
open cities in order to stifle a 
government counterattack.

Johnson’s job will 
be harder because of the many new !ib- 
eral Northern and Western Democrats 
who seek power. The coming fight over 
Senate rules changes will be an expres- 
sion of that political fact. 

In the minds of both parties, of course, 
politics will be uppermost. This will be 
manifest especially in the field of civil 
rights and welfare legislation. Southern 
conservatives will be forced to spend 
much of their time trying to combat 
legislation apparently aimed at the South 
but actually dictated by home-state po- 
litical pressures. 

But looking to the 1960 election, too, 
there will be forces of moderation at 
work. The Democrats, labeled by the 
President as “big spenders” and radicals, 
will try to avoid having to take credit for 
another inflation spurt which would fol- 
low unrestricted federal spending. 

There will, be basic conflicts and loud 
public battles in the new session of Con- 
gress. But out of it will come compro- 
mises with which the nation can live.

Dictators Cannot Exist 
Without Secret Police 


Moscow announces the appointment of 
a new chief of the secret police. 

No dictator can be without such a 
device of terror. Some weeks ago the 
Kremlin announced that Gen. Ivan Serov 
had been dismissed. His fate remains un- 
known. When Khrushchev and his asso- 
ciates assumed power after the death of 
Stalin they soon arrested and shot one 
of their group, Beria, head of the agency. 
All through the long Stalinist rule the 
secret police chiefs were the centers of 
terror. The Communists set the fashion of 
midnight arrests, torture and death by 
coerced confession. The fascists copied it. 

There is no warrant, no trial, no jury, 
no defense. It is secret. Such police wear 
no uniform. They may be a reighbor. 
They are many. They have agents, Serv- 
ants, employes, teachers, clerks—they 
may be and often are secret police. 

That communism and fascism, for all 
their boasted love of “the people,” 
should find it necessary to have such of- 
ficers would seem to prove that it is true 
men have burning within them the small 
flame of liberty. 

Russia has had more than 40 years 
of Communist rule. The standard of liv- 
ing is better insofar as economics go. But 
that it is necessary to have secret police to 
spy on the people and keep them ever 
mindful of the terror of such police is 
proof that the Kremlin still feels itself 
insecure and in need of repressive meas- 
ures.

Certainly, in recent weeks some At- 
lanta parent-teacher organizations have 
shown they are not backing away from 
controversy on the real issueg,

tate textbooks and curricula, re-evalu- 
ation of education goals and techniques, 
maintaining high local standards, vom- 
munity respect for education—those are 
some of the projects on which the article 
recommends the PTA’s concentrate their 
interests and direct their efforts. 

How good is your PTA? 

The question should provoke self- 
examination. 

If your PTA is being penny carnival- 
wise and pound of education foolish, then 
it’s time to evaluate and adjust.

Pay-as-You-Play Plan 
Could Improve Parks 


Concerned about Georgia’s state parks 
and convinced that appreciation accom- 
panies paying for a privilege, we like the 
parks-finance plan in use in Illinois and 
Minnesota and proposed in Wisconsin. 

In Illinois the parks user pays $2 a 
year for admission to the parks within 
the system. A small windshield sticker is 
his season ticket. 

Minnesota requires a $1 annual sticker 
for cars entering its larger parks. 

In Wisconsin a legislative committee 
favors a $2 season ticketiwith dailyvad- 
mission 50 cents to the car without a 
sticker. This, it is estimated, will yield 
$150,000 the first year and $500,000 by 
the time the plan becomes publicized and 
popular. 

The money along with that from other 
sources would be used for parks opera- 
tions, improvement and expansion. 

The annual fee or daily admission 
means those who get the direct benefit 
from the parks help pay for the favor. 
We believe they will pay gladly when the 
money is used to make the sites cleaner, 
more respectable and hence more in- 
viting. 

The pay-as-you-play or pay-as-you- 
picnic plan is one we would like to see 
Georgia consider. We believe the result 
would be better parks at less expense to 
the state’s general fund.
